The history of the last hours of the boun-

quietly following tho hill when it went to 
the President, laid 
the case before him. 


The result was that the bill is not signed, 
and so mucli is settled; but tlio question is 
still undecided whether or not tho action of 
tho Senate on tho conference report carried 
the bill itself to tho table.
